I Astor has shown a commendable de­ 
sire to associate himself with public 
movements of merit. 
In this he is 
emulating The example of his father, 
the late John Jacob Astor, who was 
concerned in many public activities. 
He was interested iii the militia and 
the fire departm ent and in a great 
many other civic m atters. 
When the 
war with Spain broke out. he went to 
to the front. 
He had a great many 
personal peculiarities which v.ere re­ 
pugnant. 
Some of them came out at 
the time of his divorce from his first 
wife. 
They had been well known to 
men about town and to his college 
mates before that. 
They were, iii 
fact, a m atter of 
common 
gossip. 
These peculiarities young Astor does 
not seem to have inherited. 
But the 
public spirit pf his father he has in­ 
herited, for he has Rh ow ii every de­ 
sire to take a leading part in civic 
affairs. 
This without holding public 
office of any kind. 
Tt would have been a good move of 
Mayor Mitchell, perhaps, if he had 
persuaded young Astor to tak*^ public 
office of some resnoiisible kind. 
It

would seem to correspond with his 
ideals of citizenship and the example 
would have been of great value. 
St. 
Louis had a civic movement of this 
kind in recent years and the results 
were excellent. 
Some of the younger 
members of rich families were i>er- 
suaded to take over the conduct of the 
public departments and their admin­ 
istration of them was an inspiration 
to others for good government. 
It is 
the rich young man who stays away 
from the polls and shirks public ser­ 
vice who brings office holding into 
disrepute and turns it over to the 
professional politicians. 
Averill Harriman is much interest­ 
ed iii the problem of making better 
citizens of tho boys of the Fast Side. 
Why should he not be interested in 
making the road departm ent of the 
state departm ent effective and clean 
of scandal? 
The road department of 
(me of the boroughs of New York city 
was put in the hands of a rich man 
of high ideals. 
And what was the re­ 
sult? 
That we have better roads on 
Long Island than in any other part of 
greater New York. 
We are much too 
prone to leave to someone else tho 
responsibility of directing our civic 
affairs. 
Which ncessarily results in 
having them directed by men who 
have a greater interest in them than 
the meager salaries which most mu­ 
nicipalities pay. 
The natural result 
of this is the road construction graft 
which the present 
investigation 
of 
state affairs is revealing. 
Some of our young men who have 
no taste for civic affairs of a more 
serious character might be made su­ 
pervisors 
of 
the 
dance 
in 
public 
places. 
It was found recently that 
the special officers in some of these 
public dancing places on the Fast 
Side were graduates of jail, and some 
of them men with 
reputations 
as 
white slavers. 
You may set a thief 
to catch a thief, but it is hardly safe 
to set a white slaver to guard the 
morals of young girls.—George Gran­ 
tham Bain.

otid class coaches, baggage and ex­ 
press edr and a freight car, is not 
known. 
The first reports put the 
number ai thirty-five, while the re­ 
quest for coffin^ asked for seventy- 
five. This was evidently an estimate. 
as the searching party was unable* to 
penetrate far enough into the tunnel 
to count the dead. 
These, it i^ ex­ 
pected. will be found strewn along 
the poisonous reaches of the tunnel 
where they fell in attempting to es­ 
cape*. 
Dr. F. C. Herr, head of tile 
rescue party, reached a body within 
three hundred feet of the north en­ 
trance to the tunnel. 
It was that of 
Juan Fernandas, rear brakeman of 
the train. 
As the passenger train 
did not stop until within a few hun­ 
dred feet of the freight train with 
which Castillo had set fire to the 
tunnel seven hours before, Fernandez 
must have staggered 
and 
crawled 
three-quarters of a mile before be 
succumbed to the deadly fumes. 
The people are furious at Castillo’s 
net. 
Tuesday twenty-two of his men 
were captured and executed by the 
rebels, and the next day, apparently 
in revenge, he captured 
a 
freight 
train, ran it into the south etui oi the 
tunnel and set it afire. 
The passen­ 
ger train entered the death trap from 
the north unsuspectingly and the en­ 
gineer discovered the trap too late.
